Tt 'is curiens that-the Chinese have not 
hit upon any short ‘periad ‘of convenient 
time similar éo. our week. ‘We are of course 
aware that, save so far as our weekly- reck- 
oning of seven days can be deduced from 
the various periods of the moon’s age. this 
convenient division of «month is’ tradi 
tional and arbitury, : Most Eastern’ nations

Few architectural monuments of a remote 
antiquity” in.
